GERMAN SOCIAL PEMOCRACY, 
THR AMY AND FOREION rourtics, 


Tho Berlin covrespondent of . Der Os. 
tasintische Licyd writes: 

In France, Belgium and still moro ia Italy 
tho autiwilitary propaganda of tke social 
demecratio party is > moking  tromendous 
progress. In Ftaly the anti-military party has 
dared quile openly to show the way in which 
they will bring the army to a revolutionary 
disporition, On account cf the weakness of the 
government in the countries mentioned a 
propsganda so davgeroug to tho exixting state 
of society will be materially faailiinted, 

The German social demoorats. do‘ not take 
such weakuees for grantet in the Government 
of thoir country. This wae ahown cn tho 
socialist party day held towards tho ond of 
September. Ouo of tho leadora of the social 
deinocrata, the son of the late ‘socialist Member 
of Parliument, Liobknechf, made a proposal 
ccncerning the formution of a standing vom: 
mission for the systematic development of 
antimilitary propagands, This proposal was 
mot with the strongest objections by the 
great. master of ‘German.social demoorac i 
Mr. Bebol. Ho said bluntly thot if Lik 
kneoht’s proposal were "accepted all the party 
leaders would retire. The reason for’ hie 
open refusal of the prepoeal was that 
the moro seemed quite to have overlooked tho 
fact, that diferent circumatanons wers presented 
in Germany from those in Ltaly, France’ or 
Belgium, A very great mojerity of the socialixt 
delegates voted with Bobel and rofused Lieh- 
knocht’s proposal. : 

To dovelop anti-militory propaganda during 
peace would not be as dangerous in Germuny 
as to incite the masses at tho moment of the 
breaking cut of war, nod thos attempt to hindor 
it, Tle deputy Bobel, who is general y 50 
hasty and childivhly lightheaded in apite of his 
indisputable natura! intelligence, wes quite 


right. On the socialist day he said be should 
‘never understand it, if the government did not 


immediately seize and Jock wp tocialist loaders 
who. were trying to creaty difflenilies at 
the cutbreak of a war, Bat not 
only the fear of prison or something worse 
induces Mr. Bebel to warn people agaibet each 
indiderotion, be is alto led by a very true fevling 
for the payohology of the masses at tha moment 
of tho cutbroak of hostilities. “He knows that 
even the groat majority of socidlist electors 
would at that moment’ be filled with flaming 
patriotism, and consequently if the leaders 
called ther to treason, it would be their lot to 
All the ridiculoas role of officera withont an 
arniy. Thorefore the attempt-to hinder the 
mobilization or the marching out of an army 
would injure, not the state; but social democracy 
itself, 

Concorning foreign politics, on the party day 
a better understanding ras also noticeablo. 
When the evemics of Germany declared former. 
ly that tho Emperor and his government had 
ike intention to march into Russia to fight the 
revolution there, the German social democrats 
agreed with (he rurpicicens concerning the Gar: 
the parly day, Bobel 
exprexsid his conviction that Germany did not 
think of intervening but would leave Russia to 
man ge itd own internal affairs, 
| In spite of thia vory reasonable expression of 
the German social «di mocratic Tleador, in 
bourgeois circles they havo by nu meang resigned 


the bope, that the social democrats will no lovger | 


alrogglo against the foreign policy of the 
govornment and the army, as they have done. 
‘To disturb our peace and then, to ronsa our 
diseutisfaction by agitations is the life element 
of the social domocrutic party, and consequently, 
they cannot lave this.” In-one respect bowever 
Bebel's remarks -have groat value; they show 
that the leaders of {he gucialist movement iu 
Germany are quite aware that (here is a limit 
bayond which the patience nol only of te 
Germun g orernment, but cf the German people, 
would be exhausted. Tho evonts of. the last 
year have duflned thie limit and to that extent 
these events have doubtlesa been benefigial,
